They looked about for teachora aud they wore 
compelled to hand ovor the school toa body of 
Gbristinn ‘teachers, not through any partiality 
to Christianity, but bucanse among these mon 
alone could they find teachers who knew-the 
subjects to be taught. These mon may find 
thie particular undurtuking beyond their ability 
to haxdlo, but still the point remains that their 
(raining: is in udvance of their heathen fellow- 
countrymen. Dr, Graves gives it as his 
improrsion that when he arrived in China in 
IASG thera werd only two boys’ schools open in 
Canton, although others lad bevn closed on 
account of the Tai 'Ping rebellion and for othor 
eanws.
